The regulation provides emissions standards for fleet vehicles and covers fleet vehicles in
the Northern Virginia area. It requires that a percentage of annual vehicle purchases by
certain fleet owners be clean-fuel fleet vehicles in order to reduce emissions. The
regulation is being repealed as provided in § 46.2-1179.1 of the Code of Virginia.

On September 28, 2000, the State Air Pollution Control Board repealed the regulation
entitled "Regulation for the Control of Emissions from Fleet Vehicles" (9 VAC 5 Chapter
121). The repeal is to be effective on January 1, 2001.

In repealing this regulation, the Board affirmed that it will receive, consider and respond to
petitions by any person at any time with respect to reconsideration or revision, as provided
in 8§ 9-6.14:4.1 C of the Administrative Process Act.
